WasuinGton, D. C., May 3.—[Special.]—By 

a vote of 37 to 1 the Democratic caucus this 


afternoon passed a resolution agreeing to sup-— 


port the tariff bill of the Finance committee, 
including the compromise amendments, thus 
shutting off the introduction on the floor of 
amendments by any Senator. This, it is said 
tonight, insures the passage of the measure. 
Six Senators were absent—Mills, Murphy, 
Lindsay, Irby, Butler, and Gibson. The only 
persons in whose absence there might be any 
significance are Senators Murphy and Mills. 
Senator Mills was not at the Senate 
during the day. It is believe that he has 
soine objections to the concessions that have 
been made, bnt he has previously announced 
that he would support any bill that provided 
for reductions in the present law. Sena- 
tor Murphy’s) position has ali along been one 
of doubt, but several Democratic Senators 
assert that. he will support the bill, and he is 
counted in the forty-three which are clai ned 
as certain to vote in its favor.

right as a citizen, equal in all respects in the 
eyes of the law with a male, to contract her 
toil or her hours of toil. The regulation and 
inspection of sWeatshors 
of that class was not desired to be 
attacked here. But it was the purpose of this 
argument to defend and maintain the right 
of every citizen to contract or accept any re- 
spectabie employment and engage~-to per- 
form any given number of hours’ labor. 
Counsel insisted that a woman is a citizen 


and has all the rights and is entitled to all the -j 


protection guaranteed to citizens of the op- 
posite sex. How, then, can the Legislature 
say to these citizens: *‘ You shall not exercise 
the right to contract your Jabor in any line of 
employment you please and for any number 
of hours you please’’? The freedom of con- 
tract is thereby denied and it is an infringe- 
ment of her natural rights as a citizen of the 
State and Gountry. The principal mode of 
acquiring property or money is by contract, 
and whatever prevents acquisition is an 
abridgment of natural right. 

“The march of civilization for 1800 
years,” said ex-Judge Moran, * has been to- 
ward the emancipation and elevation of 
women, but to sustain this enactment is to go 
back to the middle or dark ages. which would 
be destructive of civilization and tend toward 
the destruction of all law.” 

‘Defendmg the constitutionality of the act it 
was insisted by the attorneys for the defend- 
antsin error that the title to the biil related 
to but one subject, but that if this court 
should construe the “appropriation as not 
germane, then the law is that the appropnia- 
tion must go, while the chief provisions ef the 
law must stand. The constitutional provision 
reqtiring that no act shall embrace more than 
one subject and that shall be embraced,in the 
title was designed to prevent. the inser- 
tion of provisions haymg no connection 
therewith and thus deceiving the public. No 
particular form has been prescribed in 
the Constitution for expressing the subject or 
purpose in the title of a statute. An argu- 
ment advanced by the attorneys for plaintiff 
in error that the health of operatives is not 
impaired by laboring in factories of the class 
in question was refuted by the eounsel for the 
people with the deciaration that labor statis. 
tics show that 95 per cent of such employés 
work in sweat shops and that the health of 
over 50 per cent of them is thereby impaired. 
Authorities were quoted to show that in the 
lawer courts of at least ten States in the 
Union the constitutionality of. such legislation 
as was now being considered had been upheid, 
and that only in Massachusetts had the Su- 
preme Court ever been called upon to pass 
upon the question, notwithstanding the fact 
that enactments similar in character have 
been in’operation in some of these States for 
as inuch as twenty years. 


Laws to Protect Women. 


There can be no question, counsel in- 
sisted, that the Legislature has the power jo 
enact laws to govern and regulate certain 
classes, and may even go so far as to prohibit 
the employiment of females in certain lines 
of industry. Under the laws women are not 
permitted to work in mines or upon the 
public roads, and whenever the General 
Assembly sees the necessity for exercis- 
ing police powers in the ~-interest 
of health or morals .it may do 
so. Such laws are made for the protection and 
elevation of women. They are civilization’s 
remedies for abuses which have come down 
from barbarism. Less than a century ago 
women were treated as if no physical differ- 
ence existed between them and men. They 
worked side by side, not only with men but 
with cattle in the more laborious pursuits. In 
conclusion counsel said: ‘ It would be little 
short of a public calamity should the law be 
declared unconstitutional.”’ 

Leave was given to file further argument in 
one of the cases later, such argument to be 
considered as applicable in “ll the nine cases 
in which this question of constitutionality is 
involved, 

The result of the decision will be of vast 
conseyuence to the manufacturers and the 
female wage earners. The former contend 
that if.the law is upheld it will compel them 
to dispense with female labor or to retire 
from business; that they cannot compete 
with other manufacturers engaged in States 
where the eight-hour law does not prevail; 
and also that in this State where they are al- 
lowed to work male laborers ten hours a day 
it will be impossible to continue the empiley- 
ment of females-for eight hours without ecut- 
ting down hours of employment and the 
wages of the males who work side by side 
with the females. 

[The case under argument in behalf of the 
ple, defendants in error, was that against Will- 
iam E, Ritchie, convicted in the Criminal Court 
of Cook County of violating the law prohibiting 
the employment of women in factories for more 
than eight hours.

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 2HE APPORTIONMENT OF 1882. 

If the Supreme Court sets aside the gerry- 
mandered apportionment of 1893. and the 
Democrats who control the Legislature will 
not prepare a fair one for whigh the Repub- 
licans can vote, then whatever law the Dem- 
ocrats may puss if not sent to the Governor 
by the end of next month will not go into 
éffect until next year, and the fall election 
will have to Be lield under the apportionment of 
1882. The Democrats assert that that ap- 
portionment is a gerrymander made for the 
‘purpose of assuring the Republicans the con- 
trol of the Legislature. 

If that were the ihtention of the large Re. 
publican majority in the Legislature of 1880 
that majority did its work very ‘clumsily. 
The first election under the law ef 1882 was 
in the fall of ‘that year. The Republicans, 
elected 77 House members, the Democrats 
75, and the Independents 1. Considering 
the fact that the Republican carididate for’ 
State Treasurer had a plurality of 5,400 this 
was not an unequal division. In 1884 Blaine 
had a plurality of 25,000, but the Repub- 
lieans elected only 76 House members, while 
the Democrats had 77. In 1886 there was a 
Republican. plurality of 35,000, but that 
party was only able to get 78 Representa- 
tives, or as: many as the. Democrats got in 
1892 on'a plurality of 26,900. In 1888, on 
a plurality of 22,000, the Republicans got 80 
metnbers, put in 1890 the Democrats with a 
plurality of 9;900 got 77 House members, 
while the Republicans had 73 and the Farm- 
ers’.Alliance 3. Two of the latter were Dem- 
ocrats in disguise. 

In 1892 the Democrats witha plurality of 
26,900 elected 78 Representatives and the 
Republicans 75. ‘The Democrats threw away 
deliberately one manin the Sixth District. 
They had but one candidate and gave him 
over 60,000 votes, while they could have 
elected two had they chosen to do so. If they 
had not made that blunder they would have 
elected 79 Representatives, ot one fdr every 
5,400 votescast by them in the State, while 
‘the Republicans would have had 74 or one 
for every 5,400 votes cast by them, From a 
political point of view ho apportionment 
could have been more exactly fair than the 
one ef 1882, which the Democrats object to 
asa gerrymander. Their real objection is 
their belief that the Republicans will have a 
plurality of over 20,000 this fall, which on 
the old apportionment would give them the 
House and a majority on joint ballot, | 

‘Some of the Democrats are grumbling be- 
cause they made what they call a mistake, by 
failing to passa separate bili repealing the 
apportionment law of 1882. Others assert 
that even ifthe present apportionment is de- 
clared unconstitutional the clause at the end 
of it repealing the iaw of 1882 will stand. It 
would not, because it would leave the State 
without an apportionment law, and if a sepa- 
rate repealing law had been passed the S$u- 
preme Court in setting aside the new appor- 


the two laws were part of the same subject 
and would set aside both. 

It is not in the power of any one Legislature 
to deprive the people, which is the soveréign, 
of the power to vote for members of the next 
Legislature in the manner prescribed by the 
Constitution. Ifthe Supreme Court were to 
declare the present law unconstitutional and 
the fractivus Democrats were to hold a special’ 
session, pass no new law, but attempt to re- 
‘peal the one of 1882, that repealing law 
would not be worth the paper it was written 
on. The powers of a Legislature are not 
limitless, It caunot usurp any of the rights 
reserved to themselves by the people. 

Ifthe Supreme Court declares the appor- 
tionment of 1893 null and void, and the 
Democrats refuse to make another one in 
time for it to go into force this year, then the 
Senators and .Representatives to be chosen 
this fall will be voted for under the law of 
1882, which is, as between the parties, a moat 
equitable one. The Legislative and Con- 
gressional apportionments of 1882 were not 
gerrymanders, as shown by the fact that the 
Demdcrats have carried the House and a ma- 
jority of the Congressmen under them. Un- 
der the gerrymander of 1893 the Democrats 
would have a majority of the Congressmen 
and of the House members though beaten by 
20,000 votes.

THE UNION PACIFIC RAILROAD. 

Attorney-General Olney has written a letter 
to Congress on the subject of the reorganiza- 
tion of the Union Pacific railroad eompany 
and the making of provision for the payment 
of itsindebtedness tothe government. He 
says itis obvious that the courts cannot con- 
tinue permanently inthe business‘of oper- 
ating.a railroad, and that unless within a rea- 
sonable time they are otherwise relieved of. 
the property now in their hands they must 
proceed to wind up the company and to apply 
its asseta to the payment of debtsin the or- 
dinary manner. He says that the assumption 
and permanent control of the property by the 
Government.of the United States would be 
both less efficient and more costly than oper- 
ation by private agencies, and adds ‘it is as- 
sumed that Congress will not seriously con- 
template the setting up of a huge folitical - 
machine for what would inevitably prove to 
be the mismanagement of one of the most 
important and valuable railroad-properties in 
the country.”’ From his investigation of the 
subject he concludes that “ it is of importance 
to the public generally, and of immense mo. 
ment to the people of the States and Terri- 
tories traversed by the Union Pacific railway, 
that the existing receivership should give 
place ‘tothe management of a solvent and 
strong corporation, and should give place ta 
it as soon as practicable.” 

This statement of the case must be admitted 
to be correct even by those who feel disposed 
to think it impossible that Attorney-General 
Olney has not in mind some scheme for the 
benefit of individuals at the expense of the 
Nation. His well known connection | with 
trusts, knowledge of their methods, and 
sympathy with their objects may be reason 
enough for suspecting the existence of some 
ulterior point aimed at which is carefully con- 
e¢aled. But so far as his language goes it 
expresses sound and sensible views and it is 
‘for the representatives of the people to see 
that they are not e the cloak under whicn 
‘may be perpetrated other wrongs equally 
great with those already suffered at the hands 
of. the Pacific railroad monopolists. The 
whole history of Pacific railroad legislation 
thus far exposes an incompetence of judg-

made up for each of the States independently 
of those sent out by the national bureau.

Yet the total seldom is an- 
nounced to nearer than a million quarters, or 
eight million bushels, while here we are told 
just how much the farmers have raised or 
have on hand to within a thousand bushels, 
not only for wheat but for the much greater 
corn crop. : |

FOUR PERSONS HURT BY DYNAMITE. 


Infernal Machine Explodes in a Private 
House at Liege, Belgium. 

Lizcr, May 3.—An explosion of dynamite 
occurred tonight at the residence of Dr. Ren- 
son in the Rue de la Paix. The baseinent of 
the building was shattered and Dr. Renson 
and his wife were injured. There is no clew 
to the author of the outrage. -Dr. Renson is 
not connected with politics, and as far as 
known has no enemies. Dr. and 
Mrs. Renson, on their return home 
from a supper, found a machine, 
with ja burnmg- fuse attached, at 
the entrance of the hall. Dr. Renson boldly 
picked up the machine and attempted to ex- 
tinguish the fuse, but too late. He fell to the 
floor terribly wounded. There were several 
deep holes in his chest, his leg was broken, 
and his face was covered with blood. The 
doctors fear he cannot recover. Mrs. Renson 
was wounded in the arm and lost much 
blood. Two other persons were slightly hurt. 
Dr. Renson is connected with a coal mine 
near Liege. His father is Burgomaster of the 
Commune. - 


ANARCHISTS ON TRIAL AT LONDON. 


Farnaro Pleads Guilty, Saying He Wished 
to Kill Capitalists and Bourgeois. 

Lonpon, May 3.—The trial of Farnaro and 
Polti, the Italian Anarchists, was commenced 
today at the Old Bailey before Justice Haw- 
kins. Farnaro, when asked the usual ques- 
tions as to his guilt or innocence, replied 
in Italian: ** Guilty. I wanted 
to kill some .capitalists.”’ Polti, in reply to 
the same questions, answered in English that 
he was not guilty. A moment later Farnaro 
added with emphasis, *‘ Yes, I am guilty. I 
intended to blow up some capitalists and 
bourgeois.”’ |

DERELICTS IN THE NORTH ATLATIC. 


Number of Abandoned Vessels Sighted and 
Reported Within Seven Years, 
Wasuineton, D.C., May 3.—The growing 
importance of the subject of defelicts, or 
abandonded vessels in the North Atlahtic has 
caused the publication by Commander C. D. 
Sigsbe, the naval hydrographer, ¢f a pam. 
phiet giving a history and much valuable infor. 
mation of these wrecks and derelicts in the 
North Atlantic from 1887 to 1893. In 
seven years there were seen ag} many as 
1,628 of these derelicts. During the ‘last 
five years the number has been constantly in- 
creased, and while in 1887 they/numbered 
eighty-two last year they reached the number 
of 312. Most of these derelicts ate sighted 
in the Gulf Stream, off the United States 
coast, north of 30° and west of 60'| the num. 
ber gradually increasing to the eastward line 
along the transatlantic routes, andja number 
of those which remain afloat the longest time 
take the circuit of the Sargasso'Sea. The 
average period of drift is about thirty days, 
so there isan average of nineteen derelicts 
eonstantly afloat. |

Polish- Americans Celebrate the One Hun- 
dredth Anniversary of His Accession to 
the Leadership of the Forces and Do 
Honor to His MemoryAddresses by 
Lieut.-Gov. Gill, Messrs. Brady, Dona- 
hoe, Helinski, and OtherseParade of 
Societies Precedes the Meeting. 

The. old-time glory of Poland was revived 
yesterday by the demonstration of the Chica- 
go Poles. The occasion was the celebration 
of the centennial of “the year of Koscius- 
ko,’ of the anniversary of the adoption of the 

Constitution of Muy 3 by the Diet of Poland, 


and of Koscitisko’s assumption of the dicta-— 


torship and the giving of his pledge to ef- 
fect the liberation of Poland or else die at the 
head of his army. The memory of these 
events had evidently fired the Polish heart. 

The celebration, which was under the au- 
spices of the Polish National Alliance and the 
two Polish Catholic unions of America, began 
with a parade of the Polish military, religious, 
and civie societies of the city, with Peter Kiol- 
bassa as Grand Marshal. The rendezvous was 
at Ashland and Jackson boulevards at noon. 
Fully 5,000 Polish patriots, marching from 
the three divisions of the city, assembled at 
that point, and then with Lieut.-Gov. Gill and 
the City  CGonneil at the head of the 
column in. carriages and with banners 
filyingand bands playing marched through 
the center of the city to Battery D. The 
snow-white peasant suits of the band of Pol- 
ish girls contrasted finely with the gold and 
crimson of the Uhlans and made the proces- 
sion exceptionally picturesque. and interest- 
ing. Ashort.stop was made in front of the 
Harrison mansion, where a part of the line 
was photographed.

Throughout all portions 
of the world, except in the tyrannical land of the 
Qzar, similar proceedings have been, or will be, 
jnstituted to commemorate this auspicious event. 
Poland, during ali the years in which the yoke 
of subjugation has -been borne, has never for- 
gotten its former prestige and grandeur. 
when it ranked among the foremost, 
as well as the. most = powerful nations 
ofthe earth. Its past experience has been one of 
continual struggle for existence, and no people 
have evinced more love ofscountry than the 
Polish, who have ever been among tite recognized 
pioneers of human freedom ahd independence.

The next address was by the Rev. E. Sied- 
laczek, the assistant pastor of St. Stanis!aus’ 
Catholic Church, who spoke in Polish. What 
adequate eulogy, he asked, could be pro- 
nounced on Kosciusko? What fitting praise 
could he bestow on his genius as a warrior or 


upon his character as a citizen? ‘To epito- 4 


mize all civic virtues one had only to say. 
Thaddeus Kosciusko. All that lofty patriot- 
ism, undaunted courage, and military genius 
could accomplish Kosciusko accomplished in 
the cause of human liberty. Not until he and 
his compatriots were outnumbered and over- 
whelmed by the brute force of their enemies 
did the proud Polish spirit yield and the 
name of Poland disappear from the map of 
Europe. But, though torn and dismembered, 
her spirit still lives; and the partition of Po- 
land is now recognized as one of the gravest 
mistakes in the world’s history. But for it 
the Russian question would never have conr- 
fronted the Old World, 


Helinski Tells of Poland’s Greatness, 


The oration of the day was then delivered by 
T. M. Helinski, the Postmaster of Duluth and 
the Chief Executive of the Polish Nationa! 
Alliance, who said-in part: 

There are times in the life of every man, and in 
the history of nations as well, when future events 
fora long time tocome are decided in a brief 
period. One hundred years ago, | under 
the lead of the incomparable hero. 
whose name is dear to every lover of liberty 
the world over—that hero of two worlds— 
that ideal of all that is noble and self-sacrificing, 
Poiand struck the blow for its liberation. We 
honor him today not only because he fought for 
the unhappy Poles but also because he drew his 
sword for the country of our _adoption, for he 
helped to make it possible for us to meet here to- 
day without tLe fear of despptic molestation. 

Race could I give you evenan outline of the 
glorious deeds of our great countryman? After 
his return from America, encouraged by the suc- 
cess of the Americans, he prepared to enter the 
struggle for Poland's’ emancipation. May 
3, 1791, the Diet adopted the new 
Constitution, and then ¢ame his opportunity. 
The three powers; realizing that this 
was a fatal blow at their supremacy, 
flew at Poland in a rage, and Poles saw that they 
were now to sacrifice everything or go down be- 
fore the foe. It was March 24 that Kosciusko 
was made Generalissimo and took his oath to do 
or die. He summoned the entire nation to come 
to his help, and his appent met with an immedi- 
ate response. Splendid victories were gained, 
and for a time it really looked asif Poland had 
regained its freedom. But then came the bloody 
reverse at Maciejowice, where her hopes were 
dashed and where Kosciusko himself fell wounded 
and bleeding under the heel of the oppressor. 
He was captured and taken to St. Petersburg, 
where he temained at the mercy of an unscrup- 
ulous enemy, in danger of being exiled to the 
coal mines of Siberia. When, however, he was 
so fortunate as to recover'from bis wounds and 
he burned again to fight his country’s battles, he 
was denied the poor privilege of returning to 
Poland and died at last in exile. 

We almost owe.an apology to Americans for 
celebrating oh American soil the achievements of 
a foreign hero. But our excuse is that we do it as 
American citizens, and to demonstrate thereby 
our understanding, our. appreciation, and our 
love of the principles of American liberty. We 
glory in the freedom of America, and long and 
pray that the same blessing may be Poland’s at 
no distant day. 

Other addresses were made by A. Bellinsky, 
J. Stefanowicz, who spoke in the Lithuanian 
tongue, and Judge E. F, Dunne. A series of 
resolutions denouncing the partition of Po- 
land was then offered. by Max A. Drezmal 
and unanimously pasted. The exercises 
closed with the singing of ‘*God Save Po. 
land”’ by the entire audience, accompanied 
by the orchestra. 


THEY WILL GO TO GRAY GABLES, 


Family of the President to Spend the Sam- 
mer There Instead of at Woodley. 

Wasninatron, D. C., May 3.—[Special.]— 
President and Mrs. Cleveland will not go to 
their country seat in Woodley Lane, near 
Washington, this summer, but preparations 
are being made for a return to Gray Gables. 
This change of program has been deemed ad- 
visable in view of the threatened invasion of 
the National Capital by the a of the Com- 
monweal, and it was not thought a safe or 
wise plan for the President and his family to 
be isolated from the White House and its at- 
tendants. Household goods and decorations 
have begun to arrive at Gray Gables, and it 
is reported that Mrs. Cleveland and her little 
ones arc to feach there next week. Improve- 
ments on the cottage arenot completed. buta 
few days or possibly a week will put the 
house in readiness. Among the things which 
the President has caused to be sent along in 
advance for the summer's enjoyment is a new 
cedar rowboat of extreme lightness, with the 
title painted on the stern, ‘“* The Two Sisters.” 
Mrs. Cleveland assisted the President. yester- 
day in receiving the delegates to the conven- 
tion of military surgeons, The latter were 
accompanied in many cases by their wives, 
andthe guests wandered about the lower 
rooms for an hour or more after being re. 
ceived. Mrs. Cleveland wore a house dress 
of white cloth trimmed with gold. The doc. 
tors, who were in full tniform, were intro. 
duced by Col, J; M. Wilson.
